PANSIES AND VIOLAS--Up to early May we can ship our giant flowering pansies 
and violas, in bud and bloom, splendid field grown plants. After about 
the 10th of May pansy plants are too large to ship well. You can be 
assured of receiving selected stock that will surely please you. You 
may order mixed giant flowering and in addition giant white, giant 
yellow and deep blue separately. Our stock of violas is unusually 
good and you may have mixed. apricot, yellow, red, blue, white or 
purple. Minimum order, by express collect, 25 plants assorted as you 
wish, the price being $1.50 for 25 plants. 


ENGLISH DAISIES AND FORGET-ME-NOTS—-English daisies are a double flowering 
low daisy doing best in semi-shade and if kept picked will bloom most 
of the summer. Colors are pink, deep rose and white. In mixture only. 
Blue, compact annual forget-me-nots, very fine with tulips and for 
accent in early flowering borders. Flowers completely cover the plant. 
Priced the same as pansies, 6¢ each and can be included in pansy ship- 
ments. If ordered separately, minimum order 25 plants.

If you 
order 25 or more they will go by express collect, smaller lots by parcel post, 
you to remit later the postage charge. Minimum order for potted annuals $2.00 
and not less than three of a kind or color.

Started early from seed, they are strong plants shipped 
from 24 inch pots, with a lot of good roots so there will be no setback. 


If ordered to come with 
any of the group of potted annuals by express the price will be $1.40 a 
dozen. Please order by March lst and specify date delivery is desired. 


DWARF STONE--A heavy leaf, tree form tomato that is adapted for close 
planting. <A good size fruit, solid meat, red and ripe to the 
stem and fine both for table and canning. 

ITALIAN CANNER-~Puree tomato. Fruit is about three inches long by 1+ to 
2 inches through. Flesh almost solid, of finest flavor and can 
be served whole or sliced lengthwise. Extra early, heavy bearer. 

REDHEART--New. Large heart shaped, early and very heavy producer, Fruit) 
bright red, solid, ripens fully to stem and is of superb flavor. 

RICHMEAT--The very finest red tomato of the beefsteak type. Fruit is 
very large, nearly all are perfectly smooth, meat heavy and 
of very finest sub-acid flavor. The heavy fruit should have 
adequate support by stakes or trellis to keep it off the soil. 

VALIANT—-This is the one for an extra large, first carly. Solid meat, 
long season bearer, fine flavor and the largest of the very 
early sorts. 

WYNSALL—-A greatly improved Ponderosa type, the fruit being much 
smoother, decidedly earlier and a heavy producer. It has the 
characteristic pink skin of the big Ponderosa. You will like 
this one.
